VISIT FROM 
DELEGATION

SENIOR members of Pakistan’s parliament visited 
Waltham Forest to hear about political extremism - 
just a week before extremists killed more than 130 
children in their home country. 

Waltham Forest Council welcomed seven guests 
including Senator Muhammad Mohsin Khan Feghari, 
member for defence, to see how the borough was 
combating extremism and preventing radicalisation. 

The tour came less than a fortnight before the 
Taliban allegedly claimed responsibility for an 
attack on a school in the city of Peshawar. 

Councillor Fiaquat Ali, Waltham Forest Council’s 
cabinet member for community safety and cohesion, 
told the party how the council was educating children 
in all schools about the dangers of extremism. 

He said: “The delegation expressed a great deal of 
interest in the work we have been doing with local 
partners and community organisations to tackle 
extremism and radicalisation, and to have this work 
recognised in such a way is obviously good news for 
Waltham Forest.

“We continue to do all we can to promote com¬ 
munity cohesion and combat extremism through a 
range of initiatives and outreach projects - and 
taking opportunities to share examples of best 
practice will only help reinforce our efforts.” 

Other points mentioned included the work 
police were undertaking to address extremist con¬ 
tent on the internet. 

The talks finished with a question and answer 
sessions and presentations about community safe¬ 
ty and cohesion. 

The visit - hosted by the Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Association UK - was part of a 
four-day programme designed to give Pakistan’s 
MPs an insight into the work carried out by dif¬ 
ferent authorities and organisations to support the 
UK’s national security. 

Councillors heard a report in a community safety 
scrutiny committee called Preventing Extremism in 
Waltham Forest. 

Members were reminded that the threat level to 
the UK from international terrorism remains 
“severe” with the priority concern being Islamist 
terrorists following the murder of Lee Rigby in 
Woolwich in May 2013.

Tribute to football 
players’ sacrifice 



FOOTBALL supporters from Leyton Orient and 
Southend United congregated at Fulham Town 
Hall on Monday to mark exactly 100 years since 
the first players signed up to the 17th Battalion 
Middlesex Regiment, more commonly known as 
the Footballers’ Battalion. 

On December 15, 1914, 10 footballers from 
Clapton Orient, led the way by enlisting with the 
25 players representing Arsenal, Bradford City, 
Chelsea, Croydon Common, Crystal Palace, 
Luton Town, Southend United, Tottenham and 
Watford who joined up to serve king and coun¬ 
try in the Great War. Over the next few months a 
total of 41 players, staff and supporters of 
Clapton Orient joined the 17th, the O’s being the 
first club to join up en masse. 

Leyton Orient Supporters Club deputy chair¬ 
man Steve Jenkins spent 15 years researching 
the story of the Footballers’ Battalion, particu¬ 
larly those from Clapton Orient. With the help of 
friends and supporters he raised £15,000 to have 
a memorial erected on the Somme in the village 


of Flers, and brought the soldiers tales to the fore 
in his book, They Took the Lead. 

He said: “Football continued after the outbreak 
of war, while cricket had finished and rugby 
union had ceased almost overnight. This was to 
lead to an outcry from the general public with 
players and clubs being verbally abused and sup¬ 
porters deciding not to watch their teams play.” 

Leyton Orient Buglers sound an emotional 
rendition of the Last Post, while there was an 
appearance from Peter Barnes from the FA and 
former Orient striker Peter Kitchen. 

Mr Kitchen, who scored 49 goals in 114 
appearances, said: “It’s an absolutely wonderful 
occasion and remembrance ceremony of the 
Footballers’ Battalion. 

“Footballers are much maligned at times, but 
in those days they answered the call of duty and 
went forth for king and country with many of 
them giving their lives. I think it’s very important 
we remember them and the contribution they 
made was a wonderful thing.”

Pupils’ results 
hit new heights 


CHILDREN in Waltham Forest are meeting 
national standards for reading, writing and maths 
for the first time ever. 

Department for Education figures reveal that 
81 per cent of the borough’s schools are achiev¬ 
ing level 4 or above in the three subjects. 

The rise means the average child in the bor¬ 
ough is now achieving above the national aver¬ 
age for the first time. 

Councillor Mark Rusling, cabinet member for 
children, said: “This is a fantastic set of results 
and huge congratulations must go to our excel¬ 
lent primary schools, their dedicated teaching 
staff and of course the thousands of hard-work¬ 
ing young pupils in Waltham Forest. 

“Seeing our primaries performing so well is 
great for local families as it gives them added 


confidence that their children are receiving the 
education they deserve. But the hard work isn’t 
over, because we want the improvements to con¬ 
tinue so that our schools become even better.” 

The results see Waltham Forest’s national rank 
move to 34 out of 152 - and establish the bor¬ 
ough as the most improved local authority in 
London in terms of its jump in ranking. 

Outcomes for disadvantaged pupils are the 
highest ever with 75 per cent achieving level 4 or 
above in reading, writing and maths. 

This equals the London average for disadvan¬ 
taged pupils, the 2013 Waltham Forest average 
for all pupils and is 8 per cent higher than the 
average for disadvantaged pupils nationally.

CAMPAIGNERS are fighting 
plans to change flight paths over 
Chingford. 

Waltham Forest Council has 
asked the Civil Aviation Authority 
and London City Airport to re-con- 
sult over its plans to move the jour¬ 
neys over the borough’s airspace. 

The initial consultation finished on 
Thursday, November 27, but council 
chiefs claim they were only involved 
with the process late on. 

All aircraft travelling to and from 
London City Airport could use a 
flightpath over the borough, 
described as a potential “noise 
ghetto”. 

Councillor Clyde Loakes, 
Waltham Forest Council’s cabinet 
member for environment, has 
expressed his concerns. 

He said: “I have to say that I have 
been disappointed by the manner in 
which the consultation was carried 
out. 

“There are still a lot of local peo¬ 
ple who remain unaware of the pro¬ 
posals or the impact they could 
have on their quality of life. 

“It wasn’t until very late on in the 
consultation period that they final¬ 
ly agreed to come to the borough 
and hold a public meeting. 

“This was not the council meet¬ 
ing that I had called for and was so 
belated and hastily arranged that 
many local residents couldn’t 
attend and those that did then had 
just a few days to get their respons¬ 
es in. 

“I called for the consultation to be 


extended, but unfortunately City 
Airport weren’t prepared to take 
that advice. 

“I think this is too important an 
issue to progress without a really 
concerted effort to engage with the 
people impacted, and I think that 
means re-consulting local resi¬ 
dents.” 

Currently, flightpaths are much 
wider, with long and short haul 
flights taking different paths. 

The proposed changes will not in 
themselves see an increase in the 
level of air traffic, but there may be 
an increase in the concentration of 
flights over some areas. 

A spokesman for the Civil 
Aviation Authority said: “London 
City Airport carried out its consul¬ 
tation, in conjunction with the air 
traffic control body NATS, as part 
of a wider piece of work to make 
airspace in the south east of 
England more efficient. 

“Their stakeholder consultation 
was open to comment from resi¬ 
dents’ groups and local authorities, 
as well as aviation industry stake¬ 
holders. 

“Now that London City Airport 
has concluded its consultation, we 
anticipate the airport will submit an 
airspace change proposal for the 
CAA’s consideration. 

“Although the environmental 
impact of any change to flight paths 
is important, safety considerations 
have to be CAA’s overriding con¬ 
cern when considering any 
change.”
